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Storytime reinforces kids’ desire to read

At Upland Ciiy Library, pre- 
school storytime is billed as “a 
time of fun, enchantment, 
experiences, education, fantasy 
and friendship,” and children’s 
librarian Marie Rooth and her 
staff strives to make storytime 
special. 

The program, geared to 
students ages 2-to-5 years-old, 
has undergone a change of 
goals, Rooth said. “‘A lot of 
children are going to school at 
an earlier age and this 
(preschool storytime) provides a 
chance for them to interact and 
develop social skills, develop 
their attention span and an 
appreciation for stories and the 
library.” 

At the Upland Library, stories 
are told on Thursday mornings at 
10:30 with a variety of media. 
“We might read three or four 
from a book, show a film strip, or 
do a flannel board story, or the 
children will do acraft while 
we’re telling a story,” Rooth 
said.

Usually 
following the stories, the 
children make a simple craft “so 
they have something to take 
home that will help them 
remember the story,” Rooth 
said. 


“We are really trying to 
reinforce their library visit,” she 
said. Preschool storytime ‘‘sets 
up a positive image at a very 
young age of the library and an 
appreciation for books and 
literature.” 


Rooth and her staff invest a lot 
of time in storytime preparation, 
finding the books, utilizing 
different mediums, rehearsing 
and gathering craft materials. 
“It’s a lot of work for a half-hour 
program, but | think its one of 
the most worthwhile things we 
do,” she said. 


As aresult of the program, 
book circulation is up more than 
ever before, Rooth said. With 
circulation growing “it requires 
for us to plan far in advance ... 
because just like other people, 
we may look for a particular 
book and it’s not on the shelf.”

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Back yard an archaeological treasure trove

If you live in Rancho Cucamonga 
and are looking for a bit of 
history, you might follow the 
lead of five of your neighbors 
and start in your own back yard. 

Frank, Heidi and Holly 
Oldenburg, Don Smith and 
Randy Jones decided in October 
to dig a duck pond in the back 
yard of the Oldenburg house, 
known for years locally as the 
China House, on San Bernardino 
Road. 

The findings from the digs 
prompted the fourth chapter of 
the “Know Your Heritage” 
series, “Chinatown,” sponsored 
by the Rancho Cucamonga 
Historic Preservation 
Commission Jan. 31. 

The amateur archaeologists 
found several rice wine jugs, soy 
sauce jugs, Opium vials, pill 
bottles, milk bottles, rice bowls, 
a broken pair of spectacles and a 
derringer. 

“We started digging using 
shovels and stuff,” said Frank 
Oldenburg, 16, who prefers the 
nickname “Tiger.” He said after 
finding the first wine jug, the 
duck pond builders slowed down 
their digging and began being 
more careful. 

“We think they are things that 
went through the fire,” said the 
Oldenburgs’ mother, Pattie 
Hearn, referring to the 1919 
Chinatown blaze that forced 
many of the area’s Chinese 
residents to leave the © 
community. 

“It (the digging site) could 
have been an outhouse,” Hearns 
said, “but since that stuff is bio- 
degradable it wasn’t nasty to dig 
in.” 





She said her children took a 
real interest in the project after 
the findings. “The hole got — 
bigger and bigger and they had 
lights out there to dig at night.” 

She said the family “will 
continue to find things and 
share them with the 
community.” 

The China House has been 
owned by the Oldenburg 
children’s grandmother, Mrs. 
Carmen Navarrette, since the 
late 1930s. 

When she was a child, 
Navarrette said, ‘I never thought 
| would be living in the China 
House,” which had beenwised as 
a store. 

“! can remember walking to 
school (which has been 
converted to Sweeten Hall) and 
stopping to buy firecrackers at 5 
cents a box.” 

The house got its name after 
the Chinatown fire, when most 
of the Chinese families left the 
area and only a few men stayed 
in the store and the adjacent 
living quarters. 


Before she and her husband 
moved into the house, they 
renovated the. building to add 
running water and natural gas. 
“After a big storm, our old back 
porch was damaged. When my 
husband was repairing it, he 
found an entrance to a tunnel.” 

“The tunnel was about 15 feet 
long and was large enough to 
hold a barrel to sit on or use as a 
table,” she said. “It must have 
been a special place for them ... 
maybe they gambled there.” 


Navarrette still lives in the 
house with her grandchildren 
and her daughter, Patty. 


The Chinese, mostly men, 
lived and worked in the Rancho 
Cucamonga area afterthe ~ 
completion of the trans- 
continental railroad. In the 1880s 
they dug complex tunnels to trap 
the underground water flow, 
many of which are still being 
used, said Maxine Strane, 
reading from notes by Don 
Clucas, a panel member unable 
to attend the “Know Your

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America’s first home for Buddhism 


Myohoji Temple Nichiren Shoshu 


trange as it may seem, for 17 years 

now, Buddhist worshippers from all 

over the Western United States, 
Mexico and Central America have turned to 
Rancho Cucamonga. 

That’s because the Myohoji Temple 
Nichiren Shoshu, a regional shrine, is located 
on Etiwanda Avenue. 

Large plate glass windows and fragrant 
wood of white cedar and pine dominate the 
structure which sits behind a black-topped 
driveway on a ten-acre parcel of land. 

It’s serenity contrasting starkly with its 
surroundings, a largely undeveloped area 
spotted with industrial businesses that attract 
diesel rigs, the majestic edifice looks more 
like an oddly placed mansion than a house of 
worship. 

So why here? Temple manager Mike 
Robbins explains that the site is similar to that 
of Head Temple Taisekiji in Fuji Nomiya at the 
foot of Mt. Fuji in Japan. The Rancho 
Cucamonga temple is likewise on a rural plain 
at the foot of a mountain. Furthermore, 
Robbins says, a limited budget made the price 
of the land a major consideration. 

Myohoji was the first temple of the 
Nichiren Shoshu sect of Buddhism to be built 
outside Japan. 

With the temple came some Japanese 
culture, such as the Japanese garden with a 
pond of large koi, a type of large goldfish, and 
a waterfall that separates the rectory from the 
temple. However, since it’s located in the U.S., 
some kind of Americanization was inevitable. 
So instead of the straw mat floors that 
Buddhists in Japan kneel upon to pray, 
Myohoji offers its American members rows of 
wooden pews. 

The temple, funded by its lay organization, 
Nichiren Shoshu Soka Gakkai of America or 
NSA, and wealthy Japanese writer Daisaku 
ikada, is one of six temples in the U.S. today, 
according to Robbins. 

He estimates that less than 15 percent of 
Nichiren Shoshu worshipers are of oriental 
extraction. “And that’s being diluted all the 
time,” he says. The religion came to the 
country with WW II Japanese war brides and 
Japanese buisnessmen, and then spread from 

person to person by word of mouth. 

Robbins became involved with the sect 
after his Japanese wife joined. He explains 
that while hc was a GI in Japan and shortly 
after he married, his wife came down with her 
fourth case of rheumatic fever. It occurred 
during the Vietnam TET offensive, when the 
numbers of wounded exhausted hospital 
resources. So Robbins’ wife was sent home 
with three of her four heart valves badly 
scarred. 

Robbins says after six months of being an 
invalid, his wife reciting Buddhist chants on a 
neighbor’s recommendation. Six months later 
she was square dancing and driving, two of 
her favorite activities that she had believed 
she would never do again. Then seven years 
ago she gave birth to a daughter despite the 
warnings of doctors that it would kill her. 

“| thought she lost her marbles when she 
started practicing,” Robbins says. “I couldn’t 
understand how words | didn’t understand 


recited from a piece of paper could change my — 


fife.” “ : 
Nonetheless, Robbins joined a year after 
she did. 


“| really began to find out that | really could 


have a handle on my life,” he says. 

“This is not a theoretically based 
organization at all,” Robbins says. “The whole 
basis of the philosophy is to grow yourself. 
This religion allows you to do some really 
phenomenal things.” 

Robbins explains that many people have 
overcome various problems from financial to 
spiritual by chanting. “It deals in daily life. You 
get out of it what you put into it,” he says. If 
you ask members why they chant, “you’re 
going to get as many different answers as 
there are people in the room.” 

Robbins explains that Buddha, born in 
present day Nepal some 1,000 years before 
Christ, taught his followers how they could 
attain enlightenment. These teachings or 
sutras evolved to the Lotus Sutra, the highest 
teachings of Buddha. The Lotus Sutra 
essentially states that the condition of Buddha 
lies within everyone. 

He explains that the Nichiren Shoshu sect was 
founded by a priest named Nichiren in the year 
1279. It is considered the orthodox Buddhism, 
Robbins adds. 

“Buddhism is practiced in the home. It’s a 
self-motivated practice for the most part,” he 
says. 

During daily morning and evening services 
called Gongyo, worshipers will chant the 
words ‘“‘Nam-myoho-renge-kyo”’ and recite a 
liturgy from the Lotus Sutra. The Gongyo takes 
place in the home before an altar that contains 
an object of worship, a scroll called Gohonzon. 
The liturgy — repeated five times in the 
morning and three times in the evening — is 
an attempt to call forth the Buddha nature 
within one that is the source of energy, 
wisdom, and good fortune. 

Because worshiping takes place at home, 
Buddhist temples fulfill a different role than 
that of Christian churches, Robbins says. The 
temples are used primarily for weddings, 
memorial services, and acceptance 
ceremonies for new members.

Myohoji must offer three acceptance 
ceremonies a week as it has a capacity of only 
144. Some 59 families participated in that 
ceremony last Wednesday, Robbins says. He 
estimates that 30,000 members pass through 
the temple. Weekly attendance is about 1,200. 

Myohoji Reverend Gene’i Kudo, his wife, 
two of their three children, and the Assistant 
Reverend Shido Goto, live in the wooded 
rectory behind the temple. Kudo and Goto 
were trained at the Head Temple, as are all 
Nicheren Shoshu priests. 

Even though Kudo has been in the U.S. 
less than two years and is still learning the 
language, all ceremonies are performed in 
English, Robbins says. 

Both Kudo and Goto regularly travel an 
extensive circuit through the western U.S., 
Mexico, and Central America where they 
preside over ceremonies for distant members. 
Because so many members live far from a 
temple, NSA lay organization is the largest 
component of the religion, according to 
Robbins. It numbers some 330,000 families in 
the U.S. 

The focal spot of NSA is southern 
California, with NSA headquarters in Santa 
Monica. Robbins thinks the religion is most 
popular here because of an openness toward 
various religions. NSA offers study and 
discussion meetings at members’ homes or at 
one of the 32 community centers across the 
country founded by the organization. It is in 
this manner that members keep in touch with 
one another and teach their practice to 
newcomers despite the absence of a nearby 
temple. 

It was at one such lay meeting several years 
ago that Robbins recalls hearing a young man 
explain Buddhism. ‘‘Let’s look at religion like a 
hamburger,” Robbins remembers the man 
saying. “Everyone’s saying they have the best 
recipe for making a hamburger. Here, in this 
religion, we ask you to take a bite of the 
hamburger. And if you like it, stick around.”

The dragon, the snake, the 
horse, the goat, the monkey, the 
cockerel, the dog, the pig and 
the rat all have something in 
common. Now add the ox to that 
list. 

For the ox joins the others as 
the 10th animai honored in the 
series of Hong Kong $1,000 gold 
coins that pay tribute to the 
ancient Chinese lunar calendar. 

Each year since 1976 a lunar 
coin has been authorized by the 
government of Hong Kong to 
honor one of the animals, and in 
1985 it is the oxen’s turn. 

The ox holds a special place in 
Chinese legend. It has been 
used for centuries as a draught 
beast by farmers. A farmer’s 
wealth would be judged by the 
number of oxen he owned. 

The ox symbolizes the coming 
of spring in northern China, and 
the ‘Procession of the Spring 
Ox” was a major event beginning 
the farming year. 

Unfortunately for the ox, it 
would be ceremoniously beaten 
to induce it and its oxen 
brethren to work harder to 
produce the best possible 
harvest. 

But the ceremony came to be 
considered cruel and no way to 
treat such a highly regarded 
beast, so a clay image was 
substituted and broken over the 
farmer’s field as a symbol of 
fertility, stimulating spring and 
driving winter away. 

An intriguing tale is told of the 
ox as a military hero when it 
participated in a ploy called the 
“Fiery Ox Strategy.” 

According to the Chinese 
Book of History, Tian Dan, a 
general of the State of Qi during 
the Warring States period (475- 
221 B.C.), gathered 1,000 oxen 
together as the State of Yan 
threatened invasion. Sharp 
knives were tied to the horns of 
the animals and straw, soaked in 
oil, was secured to their tails. 

When the straw was lit, the 
maddened oxen charged wildly 
into the enemy camp, routing the 
Yan soldiers. 

But the ox long has beena 
symbol of peace in Chinese art, 
and peopie born in the Year of 
the Ox are considered 
dependable, calm and 
methodical. 

They are regarded as patient, 
hardworking people who achieve 
their goals through tenacity and 
dedication. 

The Year of the Ox, which 
comes around every 12 years, 
begins Feb. 20, 1985, and ends 
Feb. 8, 1986. 

The coin struck in its honor is 
22-karat: solid gold and 
authorized in limited mintages of 
10,000 proof coins and 20,000 in 
brilliant uncirculated condition.

Q. We recently had to have our 
13-year-old male boxer put to 
sleep. Our veterinarian 
diagnosed an incurable cancer 
of the bone. 

The decision was not easy and 
caused a lot of trauma in our 
family. Because of the emotional 
upheaval at the time, we did not 
discuss our decision at length 
with our veterinarian. 

On what basis do most 
veterinarians put animals to 
sleep? How do most 
veterinarians put animals to 
sleep? Is it painful for the 
animal? 

A. For most veterinarians 
euthanasia, or ‘‘putting an 
animal to sleep,” is the most 
unpleasant task of their 
profession. 

Most veterinarians are in the 
profession because of their love 
of animals and their dedication 
to improve and prolong life. The 
death of animals, especially the 
decision to end life voluntarily, 
is contrary to all their goals. 
However, euthanasia often is 
necessary to end unwarranted 
pain and suffering. 

The word “euthanasia” is 
derived from the Greek language 
and means “easy death.” The 
decision to euthanize a pet 
should be made by the owner of 
the animal. Of course the 
veterinarian should be consulted 
regarding the seriousness and 
prognosis, most probable 
outcome, of the animal’s 
condition. 

Most owners request 
euthanasia for their pets if the 
animal is likely suffering 
intolerable pain and there is very 
little likelihood of recovery. 
Animals suffering due to severe 
trauma following an accident 
often are euthanized if the 
injuries are not treatable by 
surgical or medical repair. 

Many animals with advanced 
stages of chronic diseases such 
as congestive heart failure, 
cancer, kidney ailments or liver 
disease often are euthanized. 

Old-age problems such as 
painful arthritis often do not 
respond to treatment and 
necessarily result in euthanasia. 

Many animals that are 
chronically ill or that have 
reached old age lose the will to 
live if they no longer can perform 
normal daily routines. Animals 
suffer emotionally whenever 
they do not function normally, 
especially if they are used to 
their routines. 

Euthanasia only should be 
used to relieve intolerable 
suffering in animals and only 
when other means of treatment 
are not effective in relieving 
pain.

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Where to spend money: Labels or good wine

Marketing of wine is getting 


tougher, and new, creative 
marketing ideas must be tried 
by the new wineries that are 
springing up all the time. 

With some 500 wineries in 
California and lower-than-ever 
prices for imports due to the 
strong U.S. dollar, wineries 
must do some creative 
thinking about how their 
wines will sell, and to whom. 
In particular, wineries should 
have a marketing plan before 
they ever make a single 
bottle, and they should follow 
that plan either until it is 
successful or it falls apart. 

One element of marketing 
that many fine wineries 
employ is to have a creative, 
attractive label. 

A spokesman for Robert 
Pepi Winery in California’s 
Napa Valley said recently, 
“We knew that the label 
would be our billboard. It’s 


what the consumer sees when 


he’s looking at a shelf, and 
it’s all he knows about our 
winery, so we wanted it to 
look professional.” 

So Pepi hired one of the 
most successful label 
designers in the business, 
graphic artist Sebastian Titus 
of St. Helena — in the heart 
of the Napa Valley — to 
design his label. 

Titus charges thousands of 
dollars to design a label, so it 
stands to reason that if a 
winery has $10,000 or $15,000 
to spend on a wine label 
design — which does not 
include the cost of printing a 
single label — then it can be 
assumed that the owner of 
the winery also has the funds 
to spend on the best grapes, 
the best wine maker, 
excellent facilities, good- 
quality corks ... and that no 
wine that is bad will be put on 
the market. 

Ah, but a catch exists: It 
may be assumed, too, that the 
consumer who buys a wine 
with a handsome label is 


paying for that label in the 
price of the wine — that the 
costs associated with making 
the wine are being passed 
along to the buyer, and that 
one of those costs is the label 
design, which you don’t smell 
or taste. 

For that reason, especially 
recently, some new wineries 
are taking a reverse-snobbism 
approach. They are placing all 
their financial resources in 
the wine, and ail but ignoring 
the label. Thus they are trying 
to offer good value wines with 
prices lower than products 
from wineries that use a high- 
tech label sprayed with gold 
and looking all but neon. 

Chanticleer Vineyards in 
Sonoma, Calif., uses that 
approach, and it is taking 
marketing of wine one step 
further. 

First, the label: It is 
extremely plain, with black 
lettering, and a chicken in the 
center of a wreath, which is 
colored a dull gold on the 
white wines and red on the

red wines. 

However, the plan of attack 
that Dennis Hill of Chanticleer 
has created starts with where 
the wines are intended to be 
sold: mainly to restaurants, as 
premium house wines, a step 
above the average “jug 
wines” that are sold in multi- 
gallon containers. 

That approach is not unique 
by itself. Many new wineries 
appeal to restaurants, hoping 
to have their wines featured 
as a ‘“‘premium pour,” as 
restaurants say. (There will be 
a regular wine-by-the-glass 
that is rather mediocre at, say, 
$1.50 per glass, and a finer 
wine as a “premium pour” at 
$3 per glass.) 

Hill’s new idea is to offer 
restaurants a chance to blend 
their own wine. Here’s how it 
works. 

A salesman makes an 
appointment with the wine 
buyer in arestaurant and 


shows up with a series of half- 


bottles of tank samples. Ina 
recent case, Rob Akins of 


Chanticleer showed up with 
three different French 
Colombard blends — one 100 
percent French Colombard 
was bone dry, a second had 
2.4 percent Muscat and also 
was dry, and a third had 5 
percent Muscat and 0.8 
percent residual sugar. A 
fourth wine was a dry Chenin 
Blanc. 


The restaurateur is given a 
price list that looks like a grid, 
with various prices based on 
which wines are selected and 
how many cases are ordered. 
And a restaurateur can blend 
the wines in any way he 
desires. The blend | made up 
that | liked the best was 50 
percent Chenin Blanc and 50 
percent of the sweeter French 
Colombard blend. 


Also, Hill realized that 
some restaurants will want to 
differentiate its wine from 
Chanticleer’s, so restaurants 
may design their own labels, 
and Hill will have the wines 
custom-labeled.

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Lowder ready 


for 19th

Looking back, the 1984 
baseball season at Chaffey 
College fell short of coach 
Howard Lowder’s expectations. 

The Panthers, for years a 
perennial contender in the 
Mission Conference (now the 
Inland Valley Conference), did 
not take that role in ’84. Instead, 
Lowder’s club fell below even 
the also-ran department, 
finishing 9-18 in conference play 
and 11-23 overall. 

Yet in retrospect, the Chaffey 
mentor, entering his 19th season 
at the helm, doesn’t think the 
team was all that poor. 

“It wasn’t as bad a club as our 
final record indicated,” says 
Lowder as he prepares his 1985 
crew for its season opener 
Friday in the Palomar 
Tournament. “I was really 
surprised. | don’t know, maybe | 
felt we’d play a little better, 
maybe thought we’d be alittle 
luckier.” 

But that’s all in the past. 
Lowder is now interested in 
talking about the ’85 team, a club 
which features some of the best 
graduate talent the West Valley 
high schools had to offer along 
with quality returning players 
and a few key transfer students. 

The Panthers are young, with 
14 of the 24 players listed on the 
current varsity roster being 
freshmen. But their coach feels 
that amount of inexperience may 
just catch some of the 
opposition unaware. 

“All the coaches | talk to, the 
first thing they see is all the 
freshmen on the roster. But our 
freshmen are quality freshmen,” 
insists Lowder. “If you look, 
most of our young players are 
outfielders. This club has a lot 
more good qualities to it. 
Experience-wise, it may not look 
good. But we have a great deal 
of young talent.” 

Leonard Gallardo and Tom 
Hudspeth (Chaffey High School), 
Rory Valasek (Alta Loma), Jesse 
Minton (San Gorgonio), Juan 
Peraita and Kendrick Bourne 
(Ontario), Mark Divincenzo 
(Upland) and David Martin 
(Ganesha) are those local 
freshman who look to make a big 
impact on the squad this year. . 
Gallardo, Valasek and Bourne 
are presently expected to be the 
starting outfield and batting 1-2- 
3 in the lineup, giving Chaffey 
the speed it was lacking last 
season. 

“Gallardo and Valasek are 
probably the best two freshmen 
we have coming in this year,” 
explains Lowder. “We have a 
really good group of freshmen, 


season 


but those two will start in the 
outfield and should bat 1-2.” 

Where the outfield boasts 
talented freshmen, the Panthers’ 
starting infield consists almost 
totally of returning sophomores. 
Mike Curry, an all-conference 
performer last season with a .409 
batting average, anchors the 
infield at shortstop. Pete 
Houston, a transfer from Mt. San 
Jacinto College who played his 
high school bal! at Eisenhower, 
moves in at second base, with 
Bill Lutz returning at third. 

Righthander Domenick Copas 
and left-handed Minton will 
alternate at first base, depending 
on the opposing pitcher, but 
Lowder feels the team loses 
nothing with either player in the 
lineup. 

“They’re both strong and very 
tough defensively. Copas saw 
some limited playing time for us 
last year, and Minton hit .367 last 
season at San Gorgonio,” says 
Lowder. “‘You can Say all you 
want about pitching — it 
probably is the most important 
thing — but if you don’t have 
good infielders, you’re in trouble. 
At this level, players are going to 
hit the ball, even if you do have a 
strikeout pitcher on the mound. 
You have to have guys that can 
field the ball, and this year’s 
team is much tougher in that 
respect.” 

At first glance, pitching might 
appear a sore spot for this 
Chaffey unit, having lost last 
year’s strikeout king Calvin 
Jones. 

“We think our pitching will be 
as good, if not better. Sure, we 
don’t have Calvin,” allows 
Lowder, ‘“‘but we should be much 
improved because we’re deeper 
than we were last year. We’re 
looking for good things out of 
several of our kids.” 

Sophomore Ton Monge tops 
Lowder’s list, with the former 
Alta Loma hurler looking to be 
the Panthers’ ace at this stage. 
Darin Manning, who mainly saw 
time in ’84 as a reliever, joins the 
starting rotation, as does former 
Upland performer Chris Wax. 

Transfer student Dewayne 
Coleman, moving back to 
California after playing at 
Southern University in Baton 
Rouge, La., could also quickly 
find a spot and may just fill the 
gap left by Jones as Chaffey’s 
strikeout threat. 

“He could be a strikeout 
pitcher,” says Lowder. “He was 
drafted by Baltimore. He’s 6-foot- 
5, weighs 215, and has good 
velocity. But while he does have 
the velocity, his real asset is his 
control.” 

Also on the list of possible 
starters is freshman Martin of

One thing the Panthers sorely 
lacked in ’84 was a true stopper 
out of the bullpen.

A red 
shirt last season, Dillon looks to 
have the control and consistancy 
Chaffey needs out of its top
